romance. An American salesman said to me the other day: "How shall 
I improve my art of salesmanship, Mr. Chesterton?" lieally. I looked 
at the man in wonder. 
It seemed so strange that one could consider art 


and work in the same category. 
Why, Americans make a poem out of 


trade. 


American newspapers, with their murder stories and so-railed de- 


moralizing atmosphere, I like. 
To rne crime is the best sort of news. 


There you have real human interest, truthfully put, just as it happens; 
(here is no secretive motive. If a man cuts his grandmother's throat with 
a razor, you have a good story. The man is not boosting any special make 
of razor, nor is he trying to create a slump in grandmothers. But in poli- 
tics there is evasion, the concealed motive. 


The best way, 1 find, to learn the life and habits of a nation is to read 


the detective stories written by authors of that country. 
1 learn from 


reading detective stories the police system of the country and the daily 
life of the people in general, and also get an insight into their habits. 


Prudent marriage? 
There is no such thing. The very act of tying 


one's self to another is not itself prudent. 
It is an adventure, like going 


to war. There is a ridiculous modern chimera, to get rid of the tragedy 
in PCX, but you can never remove the tragic element. The tragedy of sex 
is the tragedy of the soul of man.

Why her natural deli- 
cacy? If the primitive man was so rude, why was the primitive woman 
so retiring? 


Airplane Soon to Become Quite as 


Economical as the Automobile. 


By COL. J. G. VINCENT, Automobile Engineer 


In the matter of costs, airplanes will in due time become a form of 


transportation 
almost, if not quite, as economical as the automobile. ! 


There are airplanes today which carry six passengers at the rate of 100 ; 
miles an hour and make ten miles to the gallon of gasoline. 


Two other factors are tremendously in favor of the airplane. 
The 


first is the fact that the airplane requires no rails; not even a road to 
travel on. 
Its only requirement is landing fields, and these can be easily 


and cheaply prepared and maintained. 


The other saving in respect to airplanes is in tire cost and the, main- 


tenance bills. The saving in tire cost will be almost 100 per cent. Until 
recently the repair bills have been large because of the somewhat experi- 
mental character of the machines and lack of skill in landing. 
Both of 


these handicaps have been almost entirely eliminated. 


The price of an aiqiln.no is at the present far beyond the mich of the 


average person, but this too will be changed within a short time.

Monday collarbone broken, his younjc son re 


received notice of his absolute ap- 
pointment in that capacity from "Bish- 
op McDevitt. of Harrisburg. Father 
Stock is a son of Mrs. Sarah Stock and 
is incidentally the first native of Get- 
tysburg ever to hea*! the local Catho- 
lic1 parish. He 
graduated from Mt. 


St. Mary's College at Emmitsburg in 
1905 and from the Seminary there in 
1909. From June 1909 to February 
1910 he was assistant pastor at St. 
Patrick's church in York, and then 
subsequently served as assistant at 
Mt. Cannel, and at Carlisle. 
From 


191". 
to 1917 Father Stock was pastor 


of the Church of Immaculate Concep- 
tion in New Oxford. 
When the war 


broke out he enlisted as a chaplain in 
the 311th Field Artillery of the 79th 
Division. In July, 1918, he went over- 
seas with that outfit, 
remaining 
in 


France for a year. 
After being dis- 


charged from the army he was ap- 
pointed assistant pastor in Hanover. 
He went to Gettysburg as temporary 
pastor on April 16th to succeed Ri'v. 
Fr. P. F. Sullivan. 


One of the principal tasks confront- 


ing Father Stock is that of erecting 
at once a convent for the Sisters, be- 


ceived a few scratches in the face, 
and his wife was badlv shocked, when 
the auto in whk'h they were driving 
upset on the Lincoln Highway, about 
one mile east of Abbottstown, at 7:30 
o'clock 
Sunday 
evening. The 
Rev. 


Francis was returning from Mt. Alto 
where his son has been sojourning, 
with his wife, son and daughter In the 
car, when he lost control of the steer- 
ing wheel and the car skidded 
and 


veered to the side of the road and 
completely overturned 
on the level 


ground. 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Eyster, 


near whose place the accident occur- 
red, 
took the Francis family to their 


home and summoned Dr. W. F. tfbl- 
\inger, of Abbottstown, who rendered 
necessary aid. N. M. McSherry, York, 
was called and conveyed the family 
to their 
home. 
Ural Brothers, Ab- 


bottstown, took the wrecked car in 
charge. 
The top of the machine was 


smashed in and one buck wheel brok- 


side Xavier Hall in Gettysburg at an 
approximate cost of $10,000.

tinued success.

Portland Cement company cancelled 
their contract on June 22, 1920, and 
one of the main arguments in the case 
•was whether or not Mr. Koser prior 
to that date had furnished the Mer- 
dinger firm with another brand of ce- 
ment in alleged violation of his con- 
tract with the Lehish people. Still 
another point in the case was the al- 
legation that Mr. Koser was trading 
as the Biglerville Warehouse compa- 
ny, a name which it was claimed was 
not registered in the office of the pro- 
thonotary. Mr. Koser 
presented a 


number of witnesses to prove that he 
did business under his own name. 


In an effort to speed up the impor- 


tant civil case of the Lehigh Portland 
Cement Company versus G. W. Ko- 
ser, of Riglerville. a special session of 
court was held from 7 until 9 o'clock 
Friday night. Although it was the 
plaintiff in the case, the Lehigh Com- 
pany was sued for a larger amount 
than Mr. Koser. 
The cement concern 


originally brought suit against Mr. 
i 


Koser, for five hundred dollars claimed 
to be (hie them as payment for a car- 
load of cement. 
Then Mr. Koser brot 


a. counter charge against the Lehigh 
Portland firm claiming $21,000 for al- 
leged breach of contract. 
The Lehigh 


firm, accordng to the defense, failed 
to deliver most of 25,000 barrels of 
cement contracted for. This cement 
was used by the George Merrtlnger 
firm on the concrete road between 
liiglerville and Gettysburg. 


Because of the amount of money 


involved and the prominence of the 
people concerned, the case aroused 
more than the usual interest 
here. 


Attorneys for the Lehigh company 
asked for an arrest of judgment pend- 
ing the filing of reasons for asking a 
new trial. 


Argument on the motion for a new 


trial will take place at some future 
term of court. 
If the motion is not 


-allowed by the court the Lehigh com- 
pany counsel very probably will ap- 
peal to the higher courts. The past 
.Cession of court was the longest in 10 
years.

lis only requirement is landing fields, and these can be easily 


and cheaj>ly pre]>ared and maintained. 


'J'he other saving in res]ject to airplanes is in tire cost and tht? main- 


tenance bills. 
Tlie saving in tire cost will be almost 100 per cent. 
Until 


recently the repair bills Jiavc been large because of the somewhat experi- 


mental character of the nuu'hinei? and lack of skill in landing. 
Both of 


these handicaps have been almost entirely eliminjited. 


The price of an aiqilaiu* is at the present far beyond the re^ich of tlie
